fats of which are as-followeth:. : 

About Naon an unuſual palcnels averitaſd the $uband all 
the Clouds ſeemed of a white Amber-colour.\ their motions 
being many times contrary-to the Winds , that about Three 
of theclock in the Afternoon began to blow ſtrong from the 
North-Weſt, when on a ſuddain, it Thundered,and darted 
Lightning ſo ſwift , as made the Heavens ſeem all on fire , 
whilſt:a gathering 1 td made it ſeem as night, that _ 
ple could not diſcern each other, fo as to be known the ſpace 
of ſix yards; which put all to a great amazement,and cauſed 
them to imagine that. Dooms-day. was at, hand: but long 
their wonder had not laſted,cre from the breaking Clouds a 
ſtorm of Hail deſcended , the ſtones of which were of ſuch 
Magnitude, as has not been ſeen in any Age, many'of thtm 
weighing two pounds or more; which furprizing many in 
| the fields, and other places ſhelterleſs , killed them in a me- 
ment, whilſt in vain they ſtrove to fly, and Catcle without 
number periſhed; all the Fruit-trees and others were broken 

in pieces for the ſpace of forty miles, asif they had been bat- 
tered with Cannon-Bullets, or the Branches tory w | 
| lent hands : nor fared the City and Villages much\bett&, 
in many places the Spires were beaten off Church-ſtetples: 
Leads broken through, and all the Ornaments therein quite 
{poyled; whilſt the Houſes went to wrack, ſcarce either: Tiles 
or Slates being left upon them, but Jooſened or: broke off by 
the furtous Storm , they were by the vjolenceof | the winds

carried like Leaves in the Air , far diſtant from their propet 
Places ; ſtacks of Chimneys likewife' being blown down; 
whoſe fall demoliſhed ſeveral ſtately. Buildings ; ſo that the 
wretched people in amazement knew not where to fly for 
{atety, but as they ſtrove to avoid one danger , fell ſoul of 
another as great if not greater than the former ; for leavi 
their ruined Houles, in the open ſtreets the Hail was worſe, 
and the Storm raged more, 'accompanyed with hot flaſhes 
of Lightning, and volleys of Thunder, ſo prodigious loud. 
as was never heard before ; + ſo that malticudes being ſtruck 
down, lay ſprawling and crying for help in yauy,; each one 
preferring his fafety before that of his friends ———__ 
Whilſt this was doing, ſeveral Barns and Reeks of Corn 
and Hay., near adjoyning to the City, took fire; ſuppoſed to 
be done by Lightning, whoſe Flames,notwithſtanding all the 
Rain and Hail, burnt fierce; and being carried with the wind, 
whole ſheets of: chat devouring Element were hurled in the 
Air, not without greatly endangering the Churches and Buil- 
dings on that ſide the Ciry. KEE 0 TY 
The Storm and 'great Confuſion haying continued for the 
ſpace of three hours, Rending and Tearing what e'r.oppoled 
it, immediately an unuſual Portent more dangerous, began 
. to aſſault the tottering Ruines : for whether caufed by the _ 
violence of the Tempeſt, or Whirlwinds intloſed in Natures 
| Caverns, is not certain ; brit certaifi it is, the Earth began to 
Tremble more and more, - till at laſt it fell into ſo terrible 'z 
ſhaking fit, as made-the Buildings skiplike Rams, and: the 
People ſtagger as if drunk, that nothing but Confuſions and 
Amazements were ſpread among them , whilſt che Crying 
Children followed their woful Parents, for to ſhelter them 
from Heavens wrath,which the angry Skies ſent down. The 
Earthquake gave Three ſeveraFonfets , which each time in- 
creaſed fo, that the faſt ſeemed'to have unhinged- all Nature, 
and fo have overturned her deep Foundations , the like ne» 
ver having been in/any of” theſe parts before.  It.continued 
for half an. hour or fomewhat more ;/ doing _ damage 
to thoſe Buildings. the Storm had loofened 3* ſo that above 
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
